Merrick’s Death At 38 Brings 
To Close Career Of Oldest 
Thoroughbred In World 


The death of Merrick has received— 
considerable publici- 
For years past he had 


as it deserved- 
ty in the press. 
enjoyed the distinction of being the 
thoroughbred in the world. 
On January 2 last he celebrated his 
thirty-eighth birthday, though he 
had technically thirty-eight on 
January first, the rule which 
dates all thoroughbred ages annual- 
ly upon New Year’s Day. 

Merrick was foaled on 
22, 1903, at the Rancho del 
James Ben-Ali Haggin, near Sacra- 
mento. California. At that time this 
still-historically- famous’ establish- 
ment was the largest thoroughbred 
stud-farm in the world, then or ever. 
Mr. Haggin had begun breeding on a 
small scale about the year 1880. But 
his operations rapidly increased until 
in the end he afflicted with 
the ‘mania of grandeur’ and they 
far exceeded anything else of the 
kind ever known. 

Rancho del Paso, when at its peak, 
comprised 44,880 acres—which is 
more than many countries in some 
of the smaller states of the Union do. 
At that period it was almost all of 
the choicest g1 pastoral 
land in the Golden States, magnifi- 
cent rolling country, well wooded 
and watered and finally giving back 
into the foothills of the Sierra 
Nevada. Today it is far different.

Belmont To Feature 
Steeplechasing 
By More Purse 





With plans already under way for 
a greater Belmont Park race meet- 
ing for the spring season of 1941, 
the Westchester Racing Association 
announces some notable changes in 
the steeplechase set-up which will 
have a far reaching effect in the pro- 
motion of the sport in this country. 

In commenting on the new em- 
phasis being placed on steeplechasing 
at the Nassau County course, Pres. 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt of the 
Westchester Racing Association had 
this to say, “Belmont plans to sche- 
dule a steeplechase race every day, 
and to give more purse money to the 
sport than ever before. Steeplechas- 
ing is a sport which Belmont believes 
deserving of the support of the race 
tracks and horsemen alike.” 

The “all out aid’’ to steeplechas- 
ing as implied by Belmont Park of- 
ficials will be in the form of substan- 
tial increases in added money for 
the stake events with all overnight 
purses with the exception of those 
with claiming conditions, being 
boosted from $1,200 to $1,500.

And Not A Bit Of Badness In 

Him”, Fails To Convince Judge

In the county court case referred to 
the owner of a stallion agreed with 
a farmer to lend the animal ‘meat 
for work’. The stallion, however, sav 
aged any other horse with which it 
was yoked and thus did not earn its 
farmer now 
stated 


‘meat’, for which the 
claimed recompense It was 
that it was quite common to work 
stallions on the land, that this parti 
cular one had worked satisfactorily 
in all gears for its owner, and that 
if it had got out of hand and savaged 
geldings when yoked with them, this 
was not the fault of the stallion but 
was due to lack of horsemastership 
on the part of the farmer who thad 
agreed to take and use it. The judge, 
however, decided otherwise. He 
argued that if a contract was made 
that a horse pay a second party for 
its own keep by means of the services 
it renders, then that contract is bro 
ken if the horse cannot, or will not, 
fulfill the condition of labour. So the 
owner of the stallion had to pay 
after all for its keep despite prote 
tations that it was “as quiet as an 
old sheep and hadn't a bit o’ badness 
in it.’ This remerk followed upon a 
charge from the other side that the 
horse” “Claps his lugs down, scowls, 
shows the whites of his eyes and 
needs a lion-tamer to handle ‘him 
when he’s in a bad humour and any 
one comes near enough for him to 
click hold of.”

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Foxhunting Notes

Paying Bounties For Foxes 
Clears Way For Destruction 
Of Farmers’ Crops By Mice 


Bounties and Foxes 
(Article No. 3 of a Series) 

In the first two articles in The 
Chronicle, March 7th and 21st is- 
sues respectively, we spoke of how 
Dr. Gabrielson, head of the U. S. 
wild life conservation, and Dr. Ben- 
nett, in charge of Pennsylvania Wild- 
life Research, had both spoken 
strongly against bounties at our or- 
ganization meeting of the Committee 
appointed by the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission to study bounties. 


The third speaker that day was 
Richard Gerstell, chief of the Divis- 
ion of Game Research in Pennsyl- 
vania. Copies of Mr. Gerstell’s speech 
were not sent us on account of the 
fact that he more or less followed his 
most excellent Research Bulletin No 
1 entitled ‘“‘The Pennsylvania Bounty 
System’’. So, we will quote from that. 

“In Pennsylvania the payment of 
bounties for the destruction of cer- 
tain species of predatory birds and 
mammals dates back to the year 
1683, a period of over two hundred 
and fifty years. During these two 
and one-half centuries, public monies 
have been constantly paid for the 
killing of one or more species. At 
first, payment was made in English 
currency as the transaction was then 
governmental activity carried out by 
American representatives of the 
British Crown. The Commonwealth 
assumed the obligation soon after 
the signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and payment in Ameri- 
can dollars was made as early as 
1802. From the inauguration of the 
Pennsylvania bounty system in the 
latter part of the seventeenth 
century until the year 1724, re- 
wards were paid only for the killing 
of wolves. Then red foxes were ad- 
ded to the list. In 1749 squirrels, the 
ground and flying species excepted, 
were included in the predator clas- 
sification and a bounty of three 
pence was placed upon their heads. 
The Scalp Act of 1885 was repealed 
in 1887. Such action is commonly 
claimed to have been taken because 
the widespread slaughter of hawks 
and owls was supposed immediately 
to have resulted in an overwhelming 
increase in the population of rats 
and mice which ‘wrought untold 
havoc throughout the State. It ap- 
Pears, however, that repeal was act- 
ually induced by the innumerable 
frauds perpetrated under the Act. 
The total cost of the payment of 
bounties during the twenty-year 
Period of April 15, 1915 through 
May 31, 1935 was $1,880,290.00. 

The red fox was on the bounty 
list when the present system was 
inaugurated and the species remain- 
ed thereon during the fourteen-year 
Period from 1915 through until the 
end of the fiscal year 1928-29. 56,- 
156 hides were presented in claim 
for bounty during the fourteen-year 
Period, averaging 4,011 individuals 


per annum. The rate per animal re- 
mained constant at $2.00 with the 
largest presentation, 6,046, made in 
1927-28, and the lowest, 2,408, in 
1919-20. It will be noted that at 
first the number of foxes presented 
varied from year to year, but that 
the general tendency seemed to be to- 
ward eventual reduction. The curve 
levels off starting with the sixth 
year as if the animals might be held 
under control, but the series of rises 
beginning the ninth year and culmi- 
nating in the peak of 1927-28 again 
seems to indicate that the species 
was not controlled by the bounty. 


The total number of grey foxes 
presented from 1915-35 was 129,- 
923, giving an annual average of 
6,496 individuals. A far greater 
number of specimens was presented 
from 1923-35, when the bounty rate 
per animal was $4.00, than from 
1915-23, when the rate was only 
half as much. The high for the per- 
fod was 9,980, while the low was 
6,458 and for each year the total 
presented was greater than that of 
the peak year under the $1.00 rate. 
In conclusion, therefore, it may be 
said that an increase in the bounty 
rate has increased the number of 
grey foxes annually presented for 
bounty payment, but as yet the 
species shows no evidence of being 
controlled by the bounty. Thus, a 
vast amount of money is constantly 
being expended for the payment of 
bounties upon animals which would 
be killed regardless of whether or 
not a reward were offered for their 
destruction. 


Unfortunately, while the payment 
of bounties increased trapping inter- 
est, it did not simultaneously offer 
any instruction as to the proper 
methods to be employed in the work, 
with the ultimate result that appre- 
cilable numbers of the various game 
species have been caught and killed 
in traps improperly set for the ex- 
press purpose of destroying those 
forms which are believed to prey ex- 
tensively on certain game birds and 
mammals. In this manner, many 
thousands of cottontail rabbits are 
annually destroyed by steel traps set 
in den holes for the purpose of 
catching weasels. Likewise, many 
pheasants, a fair number of grouse 
and occasionally wild turkeys are 
caught and killed in traps concealed 
in runways in attempting to catch 
foxes and wildcats. In this case, 
the bounty system has in part actu- 
ally worked against itself through 
the destruction of those very species 
which it is designed to protect. Since 
the payment of bounties apparently 
has resulted in no noticeable control 
of the species, it would seem advis- 
able at least to reduce the grey fox 
bounty to $1.00, if not to discontinue 
it entirely because tt is a known 
fact that many of the animals pre- 
sented in claim for bounty were 
taken either for the protection of 
personal property, for sport, or for 
fur, and would thus be taken re- 
gardless of their status under the 
bounty laws. Furthermore, when 
the fox population in certain sec- 
tions becomes too high, possibly the 
best procedure is to adopt some lo- 
calized control measure in the terri- 
tory rather than to attempt to con- 
trol the species throughout the 
State.”’ 

One of the most alert states in 
game conservation matters is Michi- 
gan and it is interesting to note that 
in their publication MICHIGAN CON- 
SERVATION, SEPT., 1940 they 
have this to say about the ravages of 
mice,—and we all know that mice 
are the chief diet of the fox. ‘For 
instance, an opossum visits the 
chicken roost and purloins one of 


our best laying hens. We forthwith 
take action, because we know what 
it has cost and the cost is sufficient 
to justify some attention. 


“On the other hand, in walking by 
a corner of the wheat field we notice 
where several stalks have been neat- 
tl clipped a few inches above the 
ground. We may notice other places 
where meadow mice have cut grow- 
ing grain or alfalfa, but the loss we 
see is relatively small and we do not 
put two and two together. It may 
not be apparent that a whole popula- 
tion of mice is at work and that the 
total effect may be costing enough to 
make the opossum and fox look like 
smal] time villains. The corn was 
shocked and the share-cropper husk- 
ed his seven acres with a shredding 
machine. His yield was in excess of 
600 baskets of corn. An early freeze- 
up prevented the owner from getting 
his corn out, so it remained in the 
shock until spring. At this time it 
was also husked with a shredder. 
The seven acres yielded 313 baskets 
of corn. Mice, working in the mid- 
dle of the corn shocks had taken 
half of the crop. Practically no ears 
were touched on the outside of the 
shocks, and most of the damage 
could be charged to the meadow 
mice that had their nests within. It 
is interesting to note that 30 years 
ago two authorities on the wildlife 
of Indiana made similar observations 

2): ‘This species is very destructive 
to grasses and other cultivated crops. 
When the corn is cut and left in 
shocks in the field these mice es- 
tablish themselves in nearly every 
shock, building a nest near the cen- 
ter and feeding destructively upon 
the corn. The amount of damage 
done in this way to the average field 
of corn is very considerable and far 
in excess of that done in the poultry 
yard by the hawks, which, if not 
destroyed by the farmer, would do 
much to hold the field mice in check.’ 
As early as 1856 Kennicott wrote in 
speaking of field mice, ‘One charac- 
teristic certainly possessed by all of 
the species in common, is their abil- 
ity to destroy the products of the 
farm. I know of no mammals more 
injurious to the farmer in Northern 
Illinois than these seemingly insigni-

Some of them prove 
capable but I have seen more who 
would have been much better if they 
had still been in the nursery, for 
they were quite unable to control 
their horses, were tired before their 
mounts, and were a danger to them- 
selves and to others riding in the 
same race. 

It is probable that if all goes well 
and we get this invasion business 
satisfactorily disposed of in time, 
there will be big fields in the two- 
year-old races which will abound this 
season. AS more and more jockeys, 





not yet out of their apprenticeship, 
are being called up for service it is 
probable that a considerable num- 
ber of unknown featherweights will 
be seen in the saddle. Indeed, it 
would seem that the bulk of the rid- 
ing this season will go to the very 
young and unknown, and to the vet- 
erans. Many lads will get opportuni- 
ties which would never have come 
their way but for the war, and it is 
possible that some star turns may be 
found amongst them.

PERFECTION IN POINT-TO-POINTS 





The human species being what it is, the natural tendency in all human 
events is to seek perfection, to seldom be satisfied, and never, under any 
circumstances, to realize when the ultimate has been attained, or never, in 
the remotest degree, to admit perfection anywhere near home. Keeping 
interesting to review the third Piedmont Point- 


these thoughts in mind, it 
to-Point given at Rokeby, the Paul Mellons’ place near Upperville, where 
grass fields join grass fields in almost never ending succession and well built 
post and rails always add fuel to the controversy as to the inherent possibili- 
ties and relative ease with which one can commit mayhem over stone walls or 
chestnut rails The rails being stout, the posts sturdy and not over 3’-6", 
horses running in the Piedmont Point-to-Point over a flagged course of some 
5% miles took it upon themselves to jump exceedingly well, and, except in 
the case of the riders being at fault, no casualties occurred. 

In spite of the fact that the Piedmont-Point-to-Point as conceived by a 
committee of real horsemen, is very close to home, home being The Chronicle 
office in Middleburg, the course seems just about as close to that mythical 
ideal of perfection as it is left to human ingenuity to devise. It is true that 
riders did their very best to mar this perfection by riding too fast at the first 
fence in the Rokeby Bowl, in fact a field of 17 started off at the first fence 
as if about to run a mile on the flat, and quite naturally, the ones running 
too fast in front went tumbling, while those who remembered there was 5% 
to go, and it did not really make so very much difference as to who

miles 
navigated the first fence first, so long as they were still able to ride over 
some of the others, remained to tell the tale. As it was, on account of poor 
judgment, three went down at the first fence, another at the fifth, but enough 
were left to go cn over one of the very finest, most carefully laid out, 
and really fool proof point-to-point courses designed to promote timber rac- 
ing, that has been devised in this country today The Chronicle has often 
said that the course is almost the only limitation necessary in a properly laid 
out hunter course to test hunters and this was brought out most convincingly 
last Saturday. There was perfect galloping between flags, and at the end of 
5% miles, during which time a sharp turn off a road proved too much for 
this writer, a tricky in and out, a ditch, two streams and a quarter of a mile 
run in provided the perfect ending for a point-to-point or a terrific buster 
with hounds. It could have been either, and the fittest, best ridden, and best 
developed hunters won in each instance 

There is not even a suggestion that could be made to improve on this 
Piedmont Pont-to-Point course It is a natural, which should continue to 
become more and more famous each year as a great cross country meeting 
for the future timber riders of this country Notice that future is used, be- 
cause it is to the future that point-to-points should be looking, for the whole 
purpose of point-to-points, as far as sport is concerned, is to provide an op- 
portunity for honest to goodness foxhunters to ride their hunters and in so 
doing to develop the great timber horses and timber riders who can go on 
and win at the hunt meetings, where the top flight meets the top flight in

great timber riders in the country. They don’t belong in point-to-points. 
Why? Because they discourage the younger, future, timber riders from 
competing. A young tennis aspirant learning the game would not pick Bill 
Tilden as an opponent in a serious game before a crowd of his friends at

Forest Hills. Not it he did not want to be made to look ridiculous. Later 
perhaps, but not when he was learning. He might be able to beat Bill ‘I ilden, 
that is not the point, he would not choose Mr. Tilden for his first opponent 
and if he knew he was going to have to play against him, he probably would 
not play. That is the trouble in allowing the country’s best timber riders tg 
compete in point-to-points. The young foxhunters, keen about the game 
but a bit backward about starting, do not feel like riding against those with 
lot more experience. Why? Well, it is human nature that’s all, for you 
don’t pick Joe Lewis when you want to fight, you go fight with someone your 
Own size. So, the one thing wrong about the Piedmont Point-to-Point had 
nothing to do with the course, it had only to do with the people riding. Jf 
point-to-points are to improve timber racing, the young fry have got to be 
given a chance, a real chance by eliminating the old timers who know all the 
tricks. When the young fry have grown up, then it is on to the hunt meet- 
ings, where the old fry hold forth, but until then, point-to-points should not 
be accelerated with 5 or 10 of the ranking riders who are fit and ready to 
take the starch out of the enthusiasm of those just starting. One solution 
to the question is to handicap the boys who have ridden under N. S. H. A. or 
Jockey Club rules 10 pounds and make them ride their own horses To us, 
it still isn’t the same thing. Point-to-points are for the 1,000 or so young 
foxhunters who can be encouraged to. ride and train their own hunters, 
These 1,000 are more important to the future of timber racing than the 
5 or 10 winning timber riders who are able to show the 1,000 by their 
good riding at the hunt meetings, how to do it in the point-to-points.
